A-Bomb Tests May 


Show U. S. Should 
Rebuild War Force 


May Also Decide Future 


Role of Navy, Says 


Admiral Blandy 


Washington, Feb. 11—(AP)— 


Vice Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, who 
will direct the Pacific atom bomb 
tests, says they may prove the 
U. S- should prepare immediately 
against another war. 


He said in an interview: 
"In these tests it is not a ques- 


tion of what atom bombs can de- 
stroy. It is, rather a question of 
what we can find to replace or 
make more effective our land, sea 
and air forces if our test ships are 
blown out of the water". 


He explained: 
"If these tests should prove that 


a potential future enemy using 
atom bombs could blast our fight- 
ing fleets from the surface of 
the sea, we should be prepared to 
build them back—and as fast as 
mass-production 
and 
assembly- 


lines would permit. 


Two Tests This Year 


"Of course, that is if we decide 


the navy's job is to control the 
sea' in the future as it has in the 
past—if we think we need a navy 
to transport troops and supplies 
and weapons and destroy enemy 
surface and undersea craft. 


"I do not presume to predict 


what these tests will determine. 
My job is to run the show—and 
turn my reports of actual per- 
formance over to the evaluation 
board which will make the de- 
cision. 


"Maybe the tests will devastate 


our whole test fleet of 97 ships. I 
do not know. Maybe this single 
bomb dropped from army air 
planes next May on what we call 
a modern naval attack force of 
everything from battlewagons to 
landing barges won't prove any- 
thing to the board." 


The first bomb will be exploded 


in the air. In July a second test, 
with an atom bomb placed on the 
sea surface, will be made against 
ships of the target fleet' which 
survive the first test.

Nuernberg,

Field Marshal Gen. Friedrich Von 
Paulus, who was vanquished at 
Stalingrad and became the Mos- 
;ow radio's chief German propa- 
gandist, testified before his former 
ommanders today he was given 
the task in September, 1940, of 
preparing the campaign against 
Russia. 


The date for the attack was set 


back for five weeks, until June 22, 
1941. when Hitler decided to over- 
run Yugoslavia first, Von Paulus 
told the international military tri- 
bunal. 


The Russian prosecution sub- 


mitted to the court a report that 
this invasion and occupation of 
Yugoslavia brought death to 1.- 
650,000 persons, or more than 10 
per cent of the population. 


Van Paulus, a rail-thin figure

He pointed out that living con- 


ditions 
are "not 
comparable in 


many ways with those of continen- 
tal America. 


"It will represent

type of 


pioneering reminiscent of the pion- 
eer days of our own west during

Star Is Reborn by 
Atomic Explosion 
Ten Centuries Ago 


Astronomers all o^er the worl 


are excited over a tremendous 
atomic explosion that occurred 
about 1,000 years ago approxi- 
mately 6,000 trillion miles away. 


The -excitement followed an- 


nouncement by Dr. Otto Struve, di- 
rector of Yerkes observatory at 
Williams Bay, Wis., that Armin 
Deutsch of his staff sighted what 
appeared to be a brilliant new star 
at 2:30 a.m. It was in the con- 
stellation Corona Borealis, in the 
eastern sky. 


Deutsch summoned two collea- 


gues, Guido Munn and Prof. W. 
W. Morgan, and they checked 
their celestial maps. They decid- 
ed it vj&s not a new star at all. It 
was the constellation's star. "T", 
which first called world-wide at- 
tention to itself back in 1866 by 
blowing up for the first time. 


Pictures Prove Theory 


The three astronomers photo- 


graphed t o d a y' s phenomenon 
through a 40 inch telescope, and 
the photographs not only confirm- 
ed their finding but also showed 
that the star was enveloped in 
fiery gasses streaking out from 
its core at a speed of 3,000 miles 
a second. 


Astronomers call the phenomen- 


on a "nova"—a star which sud- 
denly flares up with a tremendous 
expulsion of atomic energy and 
then fades away to its former 
magnitude. A second such explo- 
sion, said Dr. Struve. is exception-

Socialized Individuals 


If Herbert Morrison can be cred- 


ited with speaking ior the British 
Labor Party, of which he is a lead- 
er, then it" may be said that the 
present government in London is 
alert to the dangers inherent in 
its program of socialization. _ 


Mr. Morrison recently outlined 


to Parliament a general scheme 
of educational reform in primary 
and secondary schools which would 
put more emphasis on dividual- 
ity and lessen implicit belief in 
what the teacher tells the pupil. 


"The more we socialize indus- 


try—and we are. going to social- 
ize a lot—the more determined we 
must be to produce individuals," 
he said. 
"We'll need individual- 


ity more than ever . . - Britain, 
however far her industry may go 
on a collective basis . . , shall nev- 
ertheless be a nation of individuals 
of pioneers who are showing that 
British character is as strong, 
powerful and individual as ever it 
was in the past." 


That, of course, is a frank ad- 


mission of the evident fact that 
collectivism is and has been the 
foc of individualism elsewhere. In 
Italv and Germany and Russia, 
government control of industry 
has been acompanied by govern- 
ment 
control of thought 
and 


speech and action. 


The latter may not be inherent 


in the former. But it has hap- 
pened to work out that after the 
leaders of collectivist governments 
in those countries had sold their 
program as the ideal and most 
beneficial way of Me. they used 
the most violent means to squelch 
any suggestion by their citizens 
that things were not precisely as 
advertised. 


Mr. Morrison's party knows, 


of course, that such methods would 
not work in England. 
And so, 


while Mr. Morrison may sound as 
if he were about to create or re- 
create individual freedom, he is 
only going on record as guaran- 
teeing its preservation. 


It cannot be said that the Brit- 


ish people are sheep. The exag- 
gerated social and economic di- 
vision between upper and lower 
classes has not stopped the voice 
or quelled the spirit of Britons 
v,-ithin their particular sphere. It 
was a free, independent, thinking 
majority that voted last summer 
for a government which it hoped 
would narrow that class division. 


Mr. Momson told Parliament, 


"I have notices put up in every 
classroom saying. 
"The 
teacher 


may be wrong. Think for your- 
self'." 
And it gives implied as- 


surance that their parents may 
also think for themselves and say.

ed it. It is. however, all give and 
no take because the unfortunate 
ndividual has no means of fight- 
ng back. His children are smeared 
and terrorized m the neighborhood 
and he is called a traitor because 
that is what Quisling was. 


It will be rememberd that the 


modern Ku Klux 
similarly ter- 


rorized individuals who were help- 
ess against tricky, cruel and dis- 
lonest enemies Decent citizens 
were shunned by their neighbors 
who bowed to the unseen force and 
businessmen saw their patronage 
fall away to nothing under the si- 
ent boycott. 


In Germany. Hitler, Streicher 


and the brown shirts also perse- 
uted children of the Jews who 
were told in print and on the ra- 
dio that their parents were low 
reatures no better than beasts. 
This terrorism of children was the 
lowest form of persecution in 
.rimes of the Klan and the most 
despicable crime of Hitlerism un- 
til the war and the institution of 
the great torture camps.

Yet, we find Felix Frankfurther, 


of all persons, airily condoning the 
formula of all such persecution 
in his flippant observation that a 
union has a right to call a loyal 
American citizen a fascist, even 
though there is not the slightest 
ground for calling him a fascist. 
If it ig fair to lie about a man 
and smear and terrify his children 
in a dispute between a union and 
an unoffending victim, if it is fair 
as he held, to organize a boycott 
and even to resort to absolutely 
false statements about him, then, 
obviously, Frankfurter is inviting 
other malignant organizations to 
terrorize and boycott Americans 
because they are Jews, Negroes or 
Catholics Unions have no written 
or implied monopoly on the power 
of persecution.* * # 


The principal power of the Ku 


Klux and of the brown shirts in 
Germany was the power of the 
boycott. Frankfurter, nevertheless, 
in not only this Cafeteria Case but 


may work as well together as do- 
mestic socialism and a conserva- 
tive foreign policy seem to have 
worked in Britain to date. Amer- 
icans as well as Bntons may hope 
that it does, even though recent 
experience offers few other ex- 
amples of success.

tions, all inviting the most savage

WOMAN'S CLUB ENJOYS TALK 


ON OUR FOREIGN EDUCATION 


*'The right to vote and enjoy the privileges oi Citizenship can- 


not be valued and appreciated too highly, either by the foreign born 
or native born", said Miss Nancy Wooldridge of Grand Detour, when 
she addressed the Dixon Woman's club last Saturday afternoon at 
the Loveland Community Building upon the subject, "Adult Educa- 
tion te The Foreign Born". 


Drawing upon her experiences as instructor to adults of foreign 


birth, Aliss Wooldridge gave her 
audience a very interesting and in- 
formative talk. 


She was inspired to enter the 


work in Evanston, the town of her 
birth, by Miss Emma Gertrude 
White, a former Dixon 
school 


teacher. It was while visiting the 
parents of the many Polish stu- 
dents who came to her school that 
Miss White 
saw the 
need 
for 


classes to educate these adults. 
Not only did these people need to 
be taught English but to be pie- 
paied for citizenship and made 
familiar with our 
customs and 


ways of living. 
Miss White ap- 


pealed to the school board and 
soon an evening school was started 
with volunteer teachers. 


It was here that the speaker 


started her work. 
Classes were 


held twice a week and on one 
night a 
dance was 
held, 


school was a real melting 
said MIPS Wooldridge. 
"It was 


not unusual to see an Armenian 
boy and an Italian girl dancing 
the Swedish polka." At one time 
there were four hundred students 
enrolled, comprising 
twenty-one 


nationalities ranging from 16 to 
60 years of age. Miss Wooldridge 
stressed the importance of such 
work in assisting these 
foreign 


born to become better American 
citizens and 
related 
interesting 


personal experiences showing how 
much this type of education and 
friendly interest meant to those 
attending classes. 


Speaking of her 
later 
work 


among the foreign born of Chi- 
cago, the speaker said that much 
of the interest of adult education 
in this city was brought about by 
reports of the amount of illiteracy 
among the soldiers in many mili- 
tary camps of World War I; this 
was true of not only 4he foreign 
horn but also of the native born. 


Italians predominated 
in her 


first class in Chicago at the Al- 
fred Decker Cohen clothing fac- 
tory and here much stress was put 
upon preparation 
for 
obtaining 


citizenship papers. 
"This was an 


excellent departure from the old 
way of procuring these important 
papers," said Miss Wooldridge as 
she explained the 
requirements 


and reviewed some of the ques- 
tions which applicants must be 
able to answer. She compared the 
attitudes of the various nationali- 
ties toward their class work but 
paid that to all of them the learn- 
ing of each new word was a great 
thrill and they were eager to try 
It out upon their friends. Helping 
a woman to be able to write a 
letter: making it possible for a 
man to read street names, a book 
from the library or simple direc- 
tions; all this made the efforts of 
everyone assisting with the work 
most worthwhile.

Changes in Relief 
Laws Will Have an 
Effect on Taxation 


On April 9. llinois citizens will j 


assemble for their regular annual 
township meetings. They will then 
fix their township budgets and 
taxes for the ensuing year. Here, 
in the last remaining form of pure 
democracy in Illinois, those in at- 
tendance at the meeting fix their 
own tax burden. 


In anticipation of attendance at 


these 
meetings 
taxpayers 
and 


township officials must now give 
careful attention to changes in 
township tax laws made by the 
1945 
Illinois general assembly. 


Expenses for pauper relief fall 


upon the township," subject""to ii-1 
nancial aid from the state govern- 
ment of Illinois if the township 
has imposed a local tax of a cer- 
tain prescribed 
figure. 
In 
the 


past, before a township was en- 
titled to state aid for this purpose, 
it was required that the township 
electors at their annual meeting 


••>levy a tax upon themselves of 30 


cents per each $100 of 
assessed 


valuation. 
The 1945 legislature 


changed this. The tax which must 
be levied now in order to obtain 
state aid is 10 cents per each $100 
of assessed valuation.

or 16 2-3 per cent over the old 
levy of $90,000. 
However, com- 


paring- the seven cent levy with 
the 10 cent levy $45,000 in need- 
less taxes can be saved. 


If it ,is estimated that expendi- 


tures will increase 20 per cent to 
$120,000, perhaps because of an- 
ticipated unemployment, it is clear 
even an eight cent levy would 
raise the amount 
necessary 
to

full or 100 per cent value. 


Effect of Change Varies 


What does this mean? 
In all communities which are 


assessing their properties at a 
percentage of more than 33 1-3 
per cent value, as determined by 
the state department of revenue, 
it means that the local poor relief 
tax burdens will be reduced. How- 
ever, in all townships where the 
assessment ratio is less than 33 
1-3 per cent the local pauper re- 
lief tax must be raised 
before 


state aid is forthcoming. 
Sixty- 


four counties in the state had as- 
sessment ratios less than 33 1-3 
per cent in 1945, the average ra- 
tio for these '64 counties being 
approximately 26 per cent. 


These changes were made by 


the legislature so that all com' 
munities would have to pay the 
same proportional share in local 
taxes in order to qualify for state 
aid and thus equalize the basis for 
distribution of 
state 
funds for 


poor relief. 


Practical Application of Law 
However, from-the practical as- 


pects of the applicability of the 
law, 
what is the moral of this 


story ? 


It is this: In a township asses- 


sing on a fractional basis less than 
3S 1-3 per cent of full value whicR 
has been regularly spending for 
poor relief amounts substantially 
more than realized from the local 
poor relief tax, it will probably 
be necessary to make the new 10 
cent levy. 


However, in many low factor 


communities, 
under 
33 1-3 per 


cent, where the full levy has been 
made in the past and state aid 
has just barely been needed or not 
needed at all, they had better 
think twice before they make the 
new 10 cent levy and thereby in- 
crease the township local tax bur- 
den. 
It would be. far better to 


levy only five, six or seven cents, 
and use all 01 it for local poor 
relief expenditures, than to levy 
the full amount of 10 cents, not 
use perhaps up to a third of it. 
and get no state aid at all.
